Chem., 68, 2959-2965, 
1996), Tang et al, (US Patent No. 5,668,268, pubUshed on September 16, 1997) and Agabian et 
al, (US Patent No. 5,770,714, pubUshed on June 23, 1998). These prior art either alone or in 
combination with the other art in the record does not teach or reasonably suggest a method for 
improving the sequence fidelity of the synthetic double-stranded oligonucleotides which comprises 
al limitations recited in claim 1 .
